The report of the engineer of the 


National Board of Fire Underwriters 
on the new auto fire engine has been 
received by the borough authorities 
and shows that the Boyd auto fire 
engine successfully stood the tests 
to which it was subjected. The Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters is 
composed of officials of the leading 
fire insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in the United States. One of 
the committees of this organization 
is the committee on fire prevention, 
•whose purpose among others is to 
encourage efficiency in fire fighting 
apparatus and it has a corps of ex- 
perts who make tests of fire engines 
for the purchasers asking them and 
these tests are made impartially and 
without charge. 


Councilman Martin Winter receiv- 


ed the following letter from this 
board dated September 21: 


Dear Sir:—Enclosed herewith is a 


copy of Mr. Johnson's report on the 
test of the Bo3"d pumping engine in 
Gettysburg on September ipth. You 
•will note that the machine reached 
the capacity re-quired for the differ- 
ent tests, although during the first 
test the discharge was very slightly 
over the requirements at a pressure 
just barely reaching the require- 
ments. 


Mr. Johnson reports that during 


this first test the carburetor was not 
•working properly, especially during 
the first hour; when the throttle -was 
advanced bey-ond about three quar- 
ters position, the engine choked and 
coughed, due apparently to an insuf- 
ficient supply of air, giving a too rich 
mixture of gas. The engine is evi- 
dently large enough, and the pump 
worked well but we believe that 
either the carburetor should be .al- 
tered or another one provided to 
furnish a greater supply of air to the 
carburetor when working with nearly 
open throttle. 


The leakage of grease from the 


transmission case "could apparently 
be easily remedied by the insertion 
of a proper washer at one point.

tries survives almost exclusively in 
two extremes of society, the duel- 
approving aristocrat and the street- 
brawling ruffian. This desire to get 
into the war. this willingness to in- 
volve a whole nation m disaster for 
the sake of some childish, unthought 
of. dog-ea_t-dog belief that you make 
other nations honor and respect you 
by slaughtering their citizens whole- 
sale, whenever there is a passable 
excuse, is not a growing idea.

think that Mr. Wilson and yourself 
have the better of Mr. Roosevelt in 
the argument- 


The war party in the United States 


is also essentially- a moneyed, or lei- 
sure-class party. 
Instincti%-ely. the 


privileged class edges a country to- 
ward war, for. proverbially, war 
makes good places to root for truf- 
fles. As far as I have seen, rich peo- 
ple are practically alone in wanting! 
the United States to go around with 
a chip on its shoulder. Ordinary peo- 
ple have too little, if any. margin 
above what is necessary to live, and 
are too near to the realities of life 
to be anxious to make the sacrifice 
of war. or to indulge.in international 
strutting.

Wilson on Eight-hour Law. 


President Wilson in a speech at 


Shadow Lawn last Saturday, explain- 
ed his position on the: eight-hour day 
in 
settling the great strike 
that 


threatened 
this 
country, 
among 


other things said: 


The first thing 1 told both sides be- 


fore I requested their opinion was 
that I stood for the eight-hour day. 
i received no suggestion of any kind 
from either side as to what the basis 
of settlement was 10 be. except that 
the railroad executives did suggest 
that Congress give them some sort 
of assurance that if the eight-hour 
day went into operation, they would 
get increased rates for the carriage 
of their freight. I pointed out to 
them that it was impossible to tell 
whether they would need increased 
rates 
for 
the 
carriage of their 


freights. 
We believe in the eight-hour day 


because a man does better work 
within • eight hours than he does 
within a more extended day, and the 
whole theory of it, a theory which is 
sustained now by abundant experi- 
ence, is that his efficiency is increas- 
ed, his spirit in his work is improved, 
and the whole moral and physical 
vigor of the man is added to. 


This 
is 
no 
longer 
conjectural. 


Where it has been tried, it has been 
demonstrated. The judgment _ of 
so- 


ciety.- the vote of every Legislature 
in America that has voted upon it is 
a verdict in favor of the eight-hour 
day. 


And. therefore, I said to those gen- 


tlemen on both sides at the begin- 
ning: "The eight-hour .day ought to 
be conceded/' but they said, "It will 
cost us an immense sum of money.'' 
"How do you know how much it will 
cost you?" 


You remember there was a case 


decided by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. It was known as the 
eighty-cent gas case, where by legis- 
lation in the State of New York 
eighty.cents was established as the 
charge for the unit of the supply of 
gas. and the law was contested upon 
the ground that it was confiscatory, 
and. 'therefore, unconstitutional. 


And when the appeal reached the 


Supreme Court of the United States 
it "said: "Nobody can tell until you 
try to manufacture gas .at eighty 
cents whether it is confiscatory or 
not. 
Go ahead and manufacture gas 


and sell it for eighty cents and then, 
if it proves impossible to conduct 
your business upon .that charge, come 
back and discuss with us the confis- 
catotry character of this act.". And 
it may be remarked in passing that 
the company never went back to dis- 
cuss, it.

-T said to the railroad, executives: 
"You 
are asking that the result of 


the eight-hour day be predicted and 
the prediction be arbitrated. 
You- 


are asking for an arbitration of -the 
conjecture, of an opinion, of a fore- 
cast, of the figures of experts based 
upon ' an- .entirely different experi- 
ence, and .if 3-011 were to ask me per- 
sonally to arbitrate such a question 
I would say I am' not competent to 
arbitrate it. The reasonable thing to 
do is to grant the eight-hour day. 
not because the men demand.it, but 
because it is .right,. and .let- me get 
authority from .Congress to appoint 
3., commission of as impartial a na- 
ture as I can choose to observe the 
results and report upon the results, 
in order that justice may in the event 
be done the railroads in respect to 
the cost of the experiment- 


That was the proposal which they 


rejected and which Congress put into 
law, 
a proposal which I made to 


them before I conferred with it. 
which I urged upon them at every

I did not ask 
either side whether it suited them, 
and I requested my friends in Con- 
gress not to ask either side whether 
it suited them. I learned before the 
controversy began, so far as I was 
concerned in it, that the whole tem- 
per of the legislative body of the 
United States was in favor of the 
eight-hour day. 


But, ladies and gentlemen/ that is 


not the .end of the story. This thing 
ought to "have been clone, and it had 
to be done at the time that it was 
done, so. as to bring about a "reason- 
able trial.of the eight-hour day and 
a careful examination of the results 
of the. eight-hour day. Let me call 
your attention to what I believe we 
ought all to be thinking about, so as 
to set the stage for this and all simi- 
lar, cases. 


. There are some things in which, so- 
siety is so profoundly interested that 
its interests take precedence of the 


interests of any group of men what- 
ever. One of these things is the sup- 
ply of the absolute necessaries of 
life. It would be intolerable if at 
any time any group of men by any 
process should be suffered to cut so- 
ciety off from the necessary supplies 
which sustain life. 


But these supplies are of no use 


unless they can be distributed, and 
in the matter of the distribution of 
goods, particularly of the goods that 
sustain life, and industry, the inter- 
est of society is paramount to every 
other interest; and 
the 
difficulty 


about all situations like that which 
we have just passed through is this, 
that the main partner is left out of 
the 
reckoning. 
These men were 


dealing with one another as if the 
only thing to settle was between 
themselves, whereas the real thing 
to settle was, what rights had the 
hundred million people of the United 
States?

iVJLL-IZSD GOVERNMKSTT may be said to be classified under two 


distinct, heads: the government that is the rule of a class and im- 
poses upon the people precepts for their conduct, not according to 


their own desires or ideas, out according as to what the government class 
thinks most beneficial; and government by the people themselves through 
elected representatives -who enact such laws as public opinion demands. 


In Pennsylvania this latter system, which is what the constitution con 


templates, has long been under the control, not only of one party, but of a 
small out powerful portion of that party organized into a, smoothly working 
machine. 


This machine has neither been run for the benefit of the people whether 


they would or not, nor to carry out their desires as public opinion demands, 
but purely for the personal gain of a favored class and the individual advan- 
tage of those who control the machine. 


J*o progressive legislation that can possibly be opposed is allowed to g<t 


through and what may not safely be opposed is delayed in the enacting and 
mutilated in passage. 


The principal agent used by the machine for these purposes is the State

tafeen and la reply Uommissioner Bigelow sent his deputy who at once insti- 
tuted the proceedings that resulted an the removal of every toll gate on the 
seventy-five miles of turnpike the day before the great Gettysburg Semi-cen- 
tennial celebration began. 


In view of such public services and of such freedom from boss control

One o£ the leading subjects to be 


considered by the next legislature 
will be the regulation o£ rivers in 
Pennsylvania so as to prevent floods 
and provide benefits to navigation. 
The disastrous floods of the past live 
years have aroused the people of 
this country to a point where they 
insist that some action be taken at 
once. 
The great advantage to navi- 


gation in the releasing of stored 
flood 
waters 
during 
periods 
ol 


drought has been greatly emphasized 
by the tremendous congestion of the 
railroads since shortly after the out- 
break of the European war. 


Those who claim that the people 


are not getting the fullest possible 
use out of their great rivers offer a 
plan, whereby floods can be pre- 
vented and at the same time a stage 
of' water furnished to the rivers so 
that they can be used as an efficient 
supplement to the overtaxed rail- 
road systems in the country. 
The 


supporters of river regulation urge 
the 
construction of storage reser- 


voirs whicli they claim will, if prop- 
erly operated, hold back the melted 
snows and rainfall which produce 
floods and cause this escess water to 
be let out when the rivers are low 
and navigation, is at a standstill. 
' Engineers who have made an ex 
haustive study of the entire subject, 
state 
emphatically that 
reservoirs 


will not only prevent floods but also 
be 
of material aid to navigation. 


These engineers investigated merely 
the tributaries to the great Ohic 
river, but their conclusions could un- 
doubtedly be applied to other sec- 
tions of Pennsylvania vrhicb. need 
similar relief, including the drainage 
basins of the Jumata and Susque- 
hanna rivers. 


The regulation of streams by re- 


servoirs Is not a disputed question, 
but a fact well recognized and prac- 
ticed in this and other 
countries. 


Only recently, as the result of a com- 
prehensive study of the problem by 
a board of competent engineers, the 
state of Ohio has recognized the im- 
portance of this question by enact- 
ing laws permitting the construction 
of such works through funds raised 
by bonds or otherwise. 
This action 


grew from the Dayton flood of three 
years ago and now the reservoirs 
are being built which Trill hereafter 
control floods in that section of Ohio,
